We have some very good trees this season, but far less of them 
than we expected,due to an unfortunate circumstance, Last Spring we 
stored our grafting wood in a cooler over which we had no conovel, 
in April the manager of the cooler changed the setting of the tempers 
ature control so that the temperature ran above 50°F, We (did'nad "tind 
this out until the buds had started considerably, especially some of 
the early budding warieties,. such as the Littlepage. We used the wood 
with varying degrees of success, none were up to par and the variety 
we wanted above all others,the Littlepage, was the poorest of all, 

We must ask those who have Littlepage trees ordered to bear with us 
a little longer.

No aamage and the trees bore nuts the nore 
Sumer, Any of the walnut and hickory species will suffer Irom frost 
injury to the young folliage from late frosts in the Spring. ‘the only 
guards against this are, avoiding frost pockets to set nus trees tn, 
and to nies varicties that bud out late for locations where such Late 
frosts pare frequent.
